Cincinnati, Fob. 4.— Tha Licking 
river broke looRe at the Kleventh- 
Street bridge in Covington Wednesday 
at 8:30 a. in. 

The ice had been gorged there eipht 
or ten feet high, and when it broke the 
lee swept down In miniature bafga, 
which were hurled nearly ucro.ia to the 
Ohio aide.
